■XPANDIO INSURANCE PLAN 

Farming is one of the more dangerous occupations ac¬ 
cording to statistics.

The Accident Insur¬ 
ance Plan is a feature of the ‘National 70’ farmer benefit 
program.

You can undertake a part of it eadh 
year until the program is complet¬ 
ed. 

2. Summerfallow the land the 
year before it is to be planted. 

3. Allow at least five acres for 
the farmstead itself. 

4. Leave the front of the farm¬ 
stead open. Specimen trees or low 
hedge can be used for this area. 

5. Plant low growing shrubs on 
the outside row of the shelterbelt. 

6. Do not plant trees closer than 
a hundred feet to any building. 

7. Do not plant evergreens in 
the same row as broad-leafed trees. 

8. Fence the windbreak against 
livestock and guard against fire rta-

Bird and big game hunters of the County of Vul¬

Tjr^asuty Branch 
tp secure their wildlife hunting certificates. Accord¬ 
ing to inquiries made this week by The Advocate, no 
roviBion has been made for the sale of the new 
untlng certificates in the villages within the County. 

We believe that the inconvenience thus being 
caused in the country, other than those living in the 
Vulcan district, is both unnecessary and unjustified. 
The idea behind the introduction of the new wildlife 
certificates is good — the hunter simply buys and 
affixes a stamp to his certificates for whatever form 
of hunting, biixl or big game, in which he is going to 
engage. The wildlife damage assessment of $1.00 is 
only collected once — when the certificate is pur¬ 
chased — and not, as in former years, with every 
type of hunting license issued. 

Another objective of the new hunting certificates 
is the simplification of administration problems, but 
over-simplification can also be a fault and if there is 
to be only one certificate-issuing office in the 2,200- 
square-mile County of Vulcan this is indeed a major 
fault. The same situation doubtless exists in other 
areas of the province. 

A strong protest has been forwarded from the Vul¬ 
can Fish & Game Association to its parent body, the 
Alberta Fish & Game, which in turn is expected to 
take up the matter with provincial officials. It is felt 
that the hunting certificates and stamps should be 
available without having to drive up to 50 miles to 
purchase them; that they should be obtainable in 
every village. 

If enough protests are made, some change in the 
regulations can be expected. If not, hunters will have 
no alternative but to drive to their nearest Treasury 
Branch, regardless of distance, to purchase their 
wildlife certificates and stamps.

wounded bird is recovered the 
hunter must kill it immediately. 

5. Special permits may now be 
obtained by mnnnpprc of civilian 
airports or the commanding of¬ 
ficers of military airports to take 
migratory birds which are endan¬ 
gering the safe operation of air¬ 
craft. 

Hunting Certificates 

Wildlife certificates, required by 
both bird and big game hunters, 
are now being issued throughout 
the province at Treasury Branches. 

The certificates replace the for¬ 
mer type of hunting licenses and 
include the $1.00 wildlife damage 
protection assessment. On purchas¬ 
ing a certificate, the hunter has 
the option of obtaining any of the 
various hunting licenses he re¬ 
quires by paying the extra fee and 
receiving a stamp to affix to the 
certificate. The wildlife damage 
fee is thus only collected once 
from each hunter and not on every 
license. 

Crop Damage 

Farmers having damage to crops 
by migratory wildfowl must obtain 
permits to allow hunters on their 
lands for the purpose of driving 
the birds away. All shooters must 
carry with them a valid damage 
permit while in the field shooting. 

Permits become invalid once the 
crop is off. Shooting can be car¬ 
ried on only over cereal grain for 
which a permit has been issued. 

No decoys, duck calls, blinds or 
other concealment can be used. No 
shooting within 50 yards of any 
water. Shooters must be residents 
and from the area for which the 
permit is issued.
